Both 
ides were determined to win; neither 
would give up, and when the game 
wan finished the score showed that 
neither side had gained anything. 
Team after team was defeated and 
the only school to score against (he 


incoln team was that of Sparta, 


which now holds the state champion- 
ship, possibly due to the fact that 
Sparta's players averaged two years 
older than the Lincoln team. Also 
he oflicia's of the former school put 
more stress upon athletics than upon 
anything else, while the latter consid- 
r athletics only as an adjunct to 
regular work.

The twelve months that have pass- 


ed since this association held its last 
meeting have been full of activity at 
Rlverview hospital. 


The1 appearance of the house and' 


barn has been greatly Improved-by 
two coats of paint, an., new railings 
at either side of the porch steps have 
removed a hazard for those passing 
back and forth. The sid«twalk, curb- 
ing and crossings have been laid, and 
some necessary filling in hits been 
done in front of the grounds and in 
th,e driveway. 


Inside the house the good condl- 


ion which was reported last year still 
prevails. It used to require something 
»f an effort to obtain many things 
necessary lo keep the house running 
smoothly but there has been a gradu- 
al change. The societies in charge of 
the various rooms take pride in keep- 
ing them properly furnished 
and 


quipped, and there Is forming quite 
a widespread habit, which we _hope 
will continue to grow, of remember- 
ing the hospital at holiday times, and 
in- fact whenever there are useful 
things which can be spared. 
Those 


of you who have read the papers, 
know of the generous and thought- 
ful gifts which have been made dur- 
ing the year; practical proofs of ap- 
preciation of the skill, careful plan- 
ning and untiring energy which have 
made our hospital a success. 


There are three nurses receiving 


training, the doctors taking turn in 
giving a series of talks, each choosing 
the particular branch of the subject 
in which he Is most interested. These 
lectures are constantly demonstrated 
by Miss Zillmer and the knowledge 
applied under her direction. 
The 


nurses are paid a small sum monthly 
and an equal sum is deposited in a 
special account to be paid to them 
when they graduate. 
They have an- 


swered a few calls in the city during 
the year but most of the time there 
have been too many, patients at the 
hospital to make it possible for them 
to be spared. 


We have succeeded in obtaining 


our supply of alcohol from the Gov- 
ernment, free of all tax, which re- 
sults in a large saving. Also, thru 
the kindness of Mr. Brazeau the sub- 
ject of cancelling 
our taxes was 


brought before the County Board, 
and the property was declared ex- 
empt. 


During the year 191S there have 


been seven deaths and five births at 
the hospital. 
12G patients have re- 


ceived treatment compared with 96 
patients in 1!)12, and 56 patients in 


11. 
This 
growing 
patronage 


speaks for itself. It is no uncommon 
thing to hear a patient say, "This is 
my second," or "This Is my third" 
experience in a hospital, and nowhere 
else have I received as gooil care as 
I have received here in Grand Rap- 
ids. 


There have been times during the 


last year when the hospital was so 
full that patients had to be refused 
admission. 


For a great part of the time tbe 


house has been self-supporting, and 
the subscription money has been used 
to pay off part of the Jarge note, the 
interest on which has amounted to a 
considerable sum each year. 


This is all very good news, but it 


in no way warrants any less interest 
or activity. On the contrary, there Is 
still a mortgage of $3,000, to be paid 
and while our increased patronage 
denotes a thoroughly healthy condi- 
tion, that condition can only be main- 
tained, as it has been brought about, 
by concerted effort and support.

Castillo was previously reported to be 
hiding in tbe vicinity of the ranch, and 
constitutionalist soldiers from Madera, 
Pearson, Casas Grandes and El Valley 
have been pursuing him. Emllio Gar- 
cia, chief lieutenant of Maximo Cas- 
tillo, was captured near Hachito on 
Tuesday and turned over to the United 
States army authorities on the border 
there. Garcia, it ia alleged, confessed 
his part in the plot to burn the train.

A rescue party equipped with oxy- 


gen helmets to guard them against the 
effects of the smoke and fumes of the 
still smoldering wreckage made their 
way from the south portal of the tun- 
nel, over the wreckage of the burned 
freight train to the locomotive and 
forward cars of the passenger train 
on Sunday. Nothing remained of the 
cars but tbe metal frames and trucks, 
and it is believed that the bodies of 
the imprisoned passengers must have 
been completely destroyed by the in- 
tense heat 


The crew of the freight train es- 


caped and placed the 
blame' on 


Castillo's bandits. 


Juarez, Feb 10.—Nine Americans 


and 40 or more Mexicans, whose fate 
has been a mystery aince the burning 
of the Cumbre tunnel by bandits, were 
suffocated. Tbe tragedy is ascribed to 
Maximo Castillo, bandit leader. A spe- 
cial train carrying 20 Americans, led 
by W. J Farragut, 60 coffins and a 
rescue outfit left Juarez for the scene. 
The rescue train was prepared early 
in tbe evening, but was delayed a short 
time by a telegram from Secretary of 
State Bryan, who instructed 
Consul 


Edwards to see that a soldier guard 
preceded it so that the Americans 
aboard might be protected from pos- 
sible attack by Castillo. General Bena- 
vides provided 300 rebel troops and 
these were sent ahead of the rescue 
party on another train. 


The exact number of persons aboard 


the passenger train is not known. 
First reports put the number at 35, but 
a request for 75 coffins was made by 
a searching party led by Dr. F. C. 
Herr of Madera.

At Ithaca, particularly on 
the Cornell university campus, the 
shocks were felt plainly. 


At Ogdensburg several chimneys 


fell. Telephone girls fled from tbelr 
switchboards. In some homes furni- 
ture was overturned and dishes were 
thrown from tables.

WHY THE TERM HORSEPOWER 


Originated With Wstt, Who Produced 


the First Practical Steam 


Machinery. 


When we say that an engine de- 


velops. 100 horsepower we do not 
mean that one hundred horses could 
produce the same result And, as the 
editor of Po~»er remarks, there are 
few engineers who could tell Just how 
the terms "horsepower" came into 
use 
Its origin Is related In the fol- 


lowing quotation from "Farey on the 
Steam Engine," published In 1827. 


"The machinery in the great brew- 


eries and distilleries In London was 
then moved by the strength of horses, 
and the proprietors of those establish- 
ments who were first to require Mr 
Watt's engines always inquired what 
number of horses an Intended engine 
•would be equal to. 


"In consequence, Mr. Watt made 


some experiments 
on 
the 
strong 


horses employed by the brewers In 
London, and found tbat a horse of 
that kind, walking at the rate of 2% 
miles per hour, could draw ISO pound* 
avoirdupois by means of a rope pass- 
ing over a pulley, so as to raise up 
that weight, with a vertical motion, 
at the rate of 220 feet per minute. 
This exertion of mechanical power la 
equal to 33,000 pounds (or 528 cubit 
feet) 
of 
water 
raised 
vertically 


through a space of 1 foot per minute, 
and he denominated it a horsepower, 
to serve for a measure of the powei 
exerted by his steam engines." 


This estimate is much, beyond thi 


capacity of the average strong horse, 
says Power 
Smeaton and other ear 


ly engineers estimated 
tbat 
22,006 


pounds per minute waa more accur- 
ate.

representatives of 


learned societies who are annually 
Interchanged, ignorant often of local 
conditions and e\en language, cover 
a wide range 
It has assisted the au 


thors of 2,500 German books to ob- 
tain a copyright In America, it has 
uuouraced tbe translation of books 


and articles In both countries; and It 
has accumulated a large library of 
Americana in Berlin, for the use of 
German scholars and exiles or visiting 
Americans Such an institution seems 
peculiarly German in the very thor- 
oughness with which it has substi- 
tuted systematic methods for the nat 
urally haphazard means 
of 
inter- 


course, but It IB all the more to be 
wished that as between other Euro- 
pean nations and the United States 
similar bureaus could be brought into 
existence—New York Evening Post

TROUBLE FOR PARIS BARBERS 


Rigid Antiseptic Provisions Are Like- 


ly to Be Instituted in the City 


on the Seine. 


The Paris board of health Is about 


to take up the problem of compelling 
barbers to uee sanitary methods. It 
will have before it tbe recommenda- 
tions made by Doctor Fouquet to the 
Soclete de Prophylaxie. Doctor Fou- 
quet recommends that lumps of alum 
be abolished and that calcined alum 
in powder and applied with cotton bat- 
ting be substituted as a styptic, that 
powder puffs be abolished and face 
powder be applied with wads of cotton 
which shall be thrown away after onco 
using. 


He would have all cutting Instru- 


ments—scissors, razors, etc.—washed 
in a one per cent solution of carbon- 
ate of soda, wiped with dry linen and 
passed through a flame before being 
used. All brushes, combs and shaving 
brushes should be kept in an airtight 
closet containing a reservoir of a 40 
per cent, solution of formol, should be 
dipped into boiling water before using 
and washed every evening in ammonia 
soap. 


Doctor Fouquet would forbid barbers 


to strop razors on the palm of their 
hands. He would also Insist upon'in- 
dividual utensils of all sorts for each 
customer who has any contagious dis- 
ease.

Originated With Watt, Who Product 


the Flr*t Practical Steam 


Machinery. 


When we say that an engine de- 


velops 100 horsepower we do not 
mean that one hundred horses could 
produce the same result. And, as the 
editor of Power remarks, there are 
few engineers who could tell just how 
the terms "horsepower" came 
into 


use. its "origin is related In the fol- 
lowing quotation from "Farey on the 
Steam Engine," published in 1827: 


"The machinery in the great brew- 


eries and distilleries in London: was 
then moved by. the strength of horses, 
arid the proprietors of those establish- 
ments who were first to require Mr. 
Watt's engines always inquired what 
number of horses an intended engine 
would be equal to. 


"In consequence, Mr. Watt made 


some experiments 
on the 
strong 


horses employed by the brewers in 
London, and found that a horse ol 
that kind, walking at the rate of 2% 
miles per hour, could draw 150 pounds 
avoirdupois by means of a rope pass- 
ng over a pulley, so as to raise up 
hat weight,- with a vertical' motion, 
at the rate of'220 feet per minute. 
This exertion of mechanical power is 
equal to^33,000 :pounds (or 528 cubic 
'eet) 
of /water raised Vertically 


•trough a space of 1 foot per minute, 
and he denominated It a horsepower, 
»•" serve for a measure of the powei 
exerted by hisVsteam engines." 


This estimate is much beyond th« 


capacity of the average strong horse, 
says Power. Smeaton .and other ear 
y-engineers estimated that' 22,006

TROUBLE FOR PARIS BARBERS 


Rigid Antiseptic Provisions Are Like. 


ly to Be Instituted In the City 


on the Seine. 


The Paris board of health Is about 


to take up the problem of compelling 
barbers to uee sanitary methods. It 
will have before it the recommenda 
tions made by Doctor Fouquet to the 
Societe de Prophylaxie. Doctor Fou- 
quet recommends that lumps of alum 
bo abolished and that calcined alum 
in powder and applied with cotton bat- 
ting be substituted as a styptic; that 
powder puffs be abolished and faco 
powder be applied with wads of cotton 
which shall be thrown away after once 
using. 
He would have all cutting instru- 


ments—scissors, razors, etc.—washed 
in a one per cent, solution of carbon- 
ate of soda, wiped with dry linen and 
passed through a flame before being 
used. All brushes, combs and shaving 
brushes should be kept in an airtight 
closet containing a reservoir ot a 40 
per cent, solution of formol, ehould bo 
dipped Into boiling, water before using 
and washed every evening in ammonia 
soap. 
Doctor Fouquet would forbid barbers 


to strop razors on tho palm of their 
hands. He would also insist upon'In- 
dividual utensils of all sorts for each 
customer who haa any contagious dis- 
ease.

One hundred years ago Samuel J. 


Kirkwood, who filled many high posi- 
tions Iri the public service, was born 
in Harford county, Md. In early Hfo 
he went to Ohio, and somo twenty 
years later he moved to Iowa, of 
which state he became governor and 
served through the period of tho Civil 
war. He was elected United States 
senator in 1865. In 1875 he was again 
elected governor of Iowa, but resigned 
the office a few days after his Inaugu- 
ration to accept the United States 
senatorship again. For one year, be- 
ginning March 5, 1881, he filled the po- 
sition of secretary of the Interior In 
President 
Garfleld's 
cabinet.

A movement is on foot for some 


very radical changes in the state 
game laws, and an association is al- 
ready being formed to press meas- 
ures 
before 
the 
next legislature 


which, if adopted, will effect these 
radical changes. 


The movement has had its start in 


Racine county and one of the objects 
of the association is to protect the 
songbirds of the state from hunters, 
but it is also the idea of the organi- 
zation to protect hupters from care- 
less men and one of the propositions 
which is embodied in the plan is the 
giving 
county clerks 
of 
counties 


the power to decline issuing hunt- 
ing licenses to irresponsible persons 
whose carelessness they think may 
result in accidents. 


Another feature of the law will be 


to confer on all owners of agricul- 
tural land the right to become gamfe 
wardens without pay with powers to 
make arrests on 
their 
own lands. 


This is the portion of the bill which 
will probably have the most opposi- 
tion, as it would be a very broad con- 
ferring of the police powers. 
One 


of the arguments in favor of this por- 
tion of the law is that it will give 
farmers a 
right 
to arrest people 


shooting songbirds on their land, 
and it is said that Racine county far- 
mers have many of them joined the 
movement for the legislation pro- 
posed is obtained they will be able to 
prevent the destruction of songbirds 
which, it is claimed, are great protec- 
tion to the farmer because they eat 
insects which destroy crops. 


It is the intention to make the 


movement for the legislation state 
wide. 
All the counties of the state 


are to be canvassed for signature to 
the petitions. 
Already a great num- 


ber of signatures hav ebeen obtained 
In Raciue and Milwaukee counties.

county board of education is to do 
away with district school boards.

frequented road. Choose « place which has 
not often changed ownership, one which la 
Mid unwillingly, that lias buildings In 
good repair."

AS DONE WITH THE X-RAY 


Shadow Photographs Produced With 


Fidelity by the Use of an 


Electromagnet. - 


It Is possible to produce, with the 


aid of a magnet, shadow photographs 
resembling those made by action ot 
th» X-ray. 
Either an electromagnet 


or a permanent magnet will answer 
the purpose. 


Place a key or other iron or steel 


object on the sensitive film of an or- 
dinary photographic plate, then bring 
the poles of the magnet near the other 
side of the plate and keep them there 
for five minutes or mora. Upon de- 
veloping the plate a shadow picture of 
the key or other object, as sharp and 
well defined as any of the X-ray pic- 
tures will be found. 


By this method only iron or steel or 


other paramagnetic substances may be 
photographed, but if the sensitive side 
of the plate is turned toward the mag- 
netic poles and a disk of iron nearly 
as large as the plate is placed on the 
other side then shadow pictures of any 
nonmagnetic object*, placed on the 


steps.

scleueist has made such

DUE TO JAPANESE RUMORSY 


Biggest Gun Ever Built Will Guard 


Pacific End of Canal—Corr«g id or 


Fortifications to Protect Ma- 


nila From Attack.

•Washington.—There 
have 
been 


stories in plenty, scare stories at that, 
of the imminence of trouble with 
Japan. 
One tale after another has 


been forthcoming, only to be denied 
the following day. State department 
officials say there is no danger of trou- 
ble with Japan, and probably there is 
no such danger. 
The only real Jap- 


anese scare story which has not met 
with either denial or evasion is the 
one which is connected with the work 
of the United States in pushing to 
completion its fortifications 
in 
the 


Philippines, in Hawaii and on the Pa- 
cific coast of the Panama Canal.Zone. 


Is it significant of fear? 
Yes and 


no. 
These fortifications were plan- 


ned prior to the first word of sugges- 
tion that Japan soon might make up 
its mind to take a whack at us. Army 
officers have urged and the adminis- 
tration and congress 
quickly 
have 


consented that the work ot these big 
forte should be done as rapidly as 
possible. 
Celerity has been in evi- 


dence only for a few months. Japan- 
ese rumors may have been responsible 
for it. 
If this is a war scare, the 


country must make the most of it. 


Brig. Gea. Clarence 
R. Edwards, 


fresh from the command of a brigade 
or troops on the frontier of Mexico, 
has been ordered to Hawaii to take 
command of the brigade there station- 
ed. There is a detacnment of heavy 
artillery stationed at 
Hawaii. 
The 


fortifications at Pearl Harbor, 
the 


great naval base, are nearing a state 
of readiness for war or for the final 
rusting of guns which must follow the 
years of peace. 


Biggest Guns for Canal. 


At Sandy Hook, ready 
for • trans- 


portation, if it is not now on its way, 
is the biggest gun ever built in the 
world. It is a 16 inch monster. It was 
built and tested under the supervision 
of Col. X B. Babbitt of the ordnance 
department. 
This gun, 
which 
has 


shown its effectiveness, will be mount- 
ed on one of the little islands now be- 
ing fortified and situated about 
a 


mile from the Pacific entrance to 
the Panama canal. 
If 
a 
projectile 


from the 16-inch gun ever hits a war- 
ship it is Davy Jones' locker for the 
ship and the sailors. It Is a weapon 
which no sane captain will allow his 
vessel to come within range of unless 
the exigencies of war demand that he 
take the awful risk. 


Col. Henry C. Davis, coast artillery, 


has been ordered to the Philippines to 
take command of the great fortifica- 
tions at Corregidor. Corregldor is the 
Gibraltar of the eastern seas. Colonel 
Davis has a commanding reputation 
as an artillery oflicer. Until recently 
he was in command of the defenses 
at Washington. 


No shipa ever will pass by Cor- 


regidor island to take Manila unless 
some earthquake friendly to tbe en- 
emy shall dump the island into the 
sea and the guns along with it. An 
enemy bent on taking the Philippines, 
however, probably would not try to 
approach along a path leading by Cor- 
regidor. 
The attack would be by 


troops landed from transports at an- 
other part of the island and Manila 
would fall, if fall it must, as the result 
of an overland attack. 


Some time ago a war scare was 


produced by the news that some Amer- 
ean artillerymen had been 
sent 
to 


Honolulu. Since then more artillery- 
men have been sent there. There is 
no reason probably for making a 
war scare out of the 
mere 
act of 


strengthening our fortifications. They 
cost millions of dollars and they would 
be of no service at all unless there 
were soldiers to man them. 
Some 


day there may be something more 
than scare showing its head above the 
waters of the Pacific. If the day of 
its appearance can be put off a while 
Hawaii and Panama will be in a much 
better condition to give it the prop- 
er kind of a reception. 


It is known in Washington that the 


Japanese authorities on several occa- 
sions have had great difficulty In 
suppressing 
actnal 
demonstrations 


against Americans. 
The general feel- 


,ing in Washington is that if we ever 
do have trouble with Japan, it will 
come to us, not via Mexico or Eng- 
land, nor via any other country, but 
on the straight ocean paths which run 
from the Japanese navy yards to our 
possessions and to our western coast 
line. 


Freak Tariff Result. 


The Democrats In congress are say- 


ing that reports from the country 
show that the setback which business 
had a while ago has been overcome 
and that now things are progressing 
toward the goal of increased pros 
parity. 


The Republicans and Progressives 


say there is a revival of business be- 
cause of the tame measures which the 
Democrats have introduced to regu- 
late the trusts. Men of the two op- 
position parties declare the proposed 
legislation of the Democrats does not 
fulfill the promises made in their plat- 
form, that the trusts should be over- 
come and competition restored. 


These are the viewpoints of the 


three parties and it will take time to 
prove who is right and who is wrong.

To a considerable extent tbe recent 
tariff legislation has been lost to sight 
by the arguers on both sides of econo- 
mic questions who hold seats in con- 
gress. However, the tariff law la do- 
ing freak things and one of them per- 
haps Is not uninteresting as a human 
interest document. 


A man has just come to Washing- 


ton from New Bedford, Mass., where 
he ig largely interested 
in cotton 


goods manufacturing. He was asked 
how business was. 
His answer was 


this: "Billiard balls came within one 
of putting us to the bad." 


"What in the name of solid ivory 


have billiard balls to do with the mak- 
ing of cotton cloth?" 


Billiard Balls and Cotton Cloth. 


"Well, they came pretty near having 


everything to do with it in our ease," 
and then this was the tale that he 
told: 


"We manufactured great quantities 


of cotton cloth which we sold to a 
factor in New York city who shipped 
it to East Africa where it was ex- 
changed for tusk ivory. Cotton cloth 
over in that country was recognized 
aa a medium of exchange and in many 
cases as more desirable than money. 


"The New York people who took 


our stuff and sold it for ivory started 
seven factories, hired hundreds of 
workmen, took the tusks which they 
brought from Africa and turned them 
into billiard balls and were doing a 
business with a fair amount of profit. 


"Now they have got (o go out of 


business, discharge their workmen, 
stop buying our goods, and all be- 
cause the Democrats put a tariff on 
'raw' ivory. Now you can see what 
billiard balls, in this case at any rate, 
have to do with cotton cloth making. 


"You see, the Democrats wanted to 


put duties on luxuries. There never 
has been a duty on raw ivory, but be- 
cause billiard balls and some other 
tilings which people with 
a 
little 


money want to buy are made out of 
ivory, they tacked a duty on the raw 
material. 
The New York 
concern 


which bought our stuff and sold it for 
tusks could not pay the duty_ and 
make billiard balls to compete in the 
selling market with the balls import- 
ed from Prance, Germany and other 
countries which have no duty on raw 
ivory. If we had not succeeded in se- 
curing another output for our goods, 
we should have been harder.hit than 
we were. As it is the New York con-* 
cern makes no more billiard balls, has 
closed down its factories and dis- 
charged its men." 


Houston and Farm Credits. 


The senate of the United' States has 


in its keeping a bill introduced by 
Senator Fletcher of Florida which is 
intended to give financial relief to 
farming communities. The same bill 
has been introduced in the house by 
Representative Moss of Indiana. The 
measure, it is said, has the bucking 
of the administration. 


Secretary of Agriculture Houston, it 


is said, is of a mind to try to induce 
the president to ask congress to post- 
pone action on rural credits for some 
little time. 
If rural credits are taken 


up this year congress may ae well 
say "goodby" to a June adjournment. 
The secretary of agriculture, who is 
supposed to know much more than the 
president about rural conditions, is 
said to desire that the farmers shall 
be'given time to acquaint themselves 
with certain things before the new 
financial scheme is put into operation. 


For some months the secretary has 


been directing the work of investiga- 
tion in the field of. high prices for 
things necessary to life. 
U is said 


ha believes the farms can be made to 
produce three or four times as much 
ae they are producing now, although 
it Is understood some of the men who 
have been looking into the matter for 
him think a doubling-up of product- 
iveness is about as much as can be 
expected. 


Several Systems Studied. 


There are just as many views on ru- 


ral credit legislation as there were on 
currency legislation. The two things 
are more than first cousins. A com- 
mission 
went abroad 
to 
study 
a 


scheme for giving the farmers what 
may be called ready money relief; 
Mr. Houston has had investigators in 
the home fields and a sub-committee of 
the banking and currency committee 
has been looking about for facts. 


When the American congressional 


commission was in Europe digging 
into the rural credit subject it studied 
several systems. There Is a co-opera- 
tive plan which hae its adherents. 
Through the farmers' co-operative so- 
cieties based upon a plan which has 
been outlined in congress the indi- 
vidual members could borrow money 
through the organization to which 
they belong. Some members of con- 
gress say that a system of this kind 
would run the danger of falling into 
the hands of "Wall street financiers." 
One of the plans suggested is that 
the government itself shall accept the 
farmers' mortgagee and on this secur- 
ity issue bonds "the proceeds from the 
sale of which could be furnished to 
the mortgage givers at a maximum 
Interest rate of 4% per cent." 


Members of congress are confused 


over this farmer credit system and 
so presumably are most of the lay- 
men ot the land. Secretary Houston, 
it is said, knows the general lack of 
understanding of the whole thing and 
the sharp differences of opinion where 
there is some real knowledge on the 
subject. It is pretty well known that 
he wants the legislation on the sub- 
ject postponed, and it is more 
than 


suspected in Washington that he may 
enter quiet objection to the president's 
plan to ask congress to legislate in 
the matter as soon as the trust bills 
are out of the way.

It is possible to produce, with the 


aid of a magnet, shadow photographs 
resembling those made by action ot 
th» X-ray. Either an electromagnet 
or a permanent magnet will answer

or other iron or steel 


nbiect on the sensitive film of an 01- 
oTnary photographic plate, then bruig 
the poles of the magnet near the other 
side of the plate and keep them there 
for five minutes or more. Upon de- 
veloping the plate a shadow picture of 
rte key or other object, as sharp and 
wen defined as any ot the X-ray pic- 
tures will be found.

It is a weapon 
which "no sane, captain will allow his 
vessel to come within range of unless 
the exigencies of war demand that he 
take the awful risk. 


Col Henry C. Davis, coast artillery, 


has been ordered to the Philippines to 
take command o£ the great fortifica- 
tions at'Corregidor. Corregidor is the 
Gibraltar of the eastern seas. Colonel 
Davis has a commanding reputation 
as an artillery officer. Until recently 
he was in command of the defenses 
at' Washington. 
:No ships ever will pass by Cor- 


regidor island to take Manila unless 
some earthquake friendly to the en- 
emy ': shall dump tlie island into the 
sea and the guns along with it. An 
enemy hent on taking the Philippines, 
however, probably would not try to 
approach along a path leading by Cor- 
regidor. 
The attack would be by 


troops landed from transports at an- 
other part of the island and Manila 
would fall. If fall it must, as the result 
of ah overland attack. 


Some time ago a war scare was 


produced by the news that some Amer- 
can artillerymen had been sent 
to 


Honolulu. Since then more artillery- 
men have". been sent there. There is 
no reason, probably for making a 
war scare out of the 
mere act 
of 
strengthening our fortifications. They 
cost millions of dollars and they would 
be of no service at all unless there 
were soldiers to man them. 
Some 


day there may be something more 
than scare showing its head above the 
waters of the Pacific. If the day of 
its appearance can be put off a while 
Hawaii and Panama will be in a much 
better condition to give it the prop- 
er kind of a reception. 
".. It is known in Washington that the 
Japanese authoritie's on several occa 
sions have had great difficulty in 
suppressing

demonstrations 


against Americans. 
The general feel 


,lng in Washington is that if we ever 
do have trouble with Japan, it wiP 
come to us, not via Mexico or Eng 
land, nor via any other country, but 
on the straight ocean paths which run 
from the Japanese navy yards to our 
possessions and to our western coast 
.line.

Houston and Farm Credits. 


The senate'of the United" States has 


In its keeping a bill introduced by 
Senator Fletcher of Florida which is 
intended to give financial relief to 
Canning communities. The same bill 
has been introduced in the house by 
Representative Moss of Indiana. The 
measure, it is said, has the backing 
of the administration. 
Secretary of Agriculture Houston, it 


is said, Is. of a mind to try to induce 
the president to ask congress to post- 
pone action on rural credits for some 
little time. It rural credits are taken 
up this year congress may as well 
say "goodby" to a June adjournment. 
The secretary of agriculture, who is 
supposed to know much more than the 
president about rural conditions, is 
said to desire that the farmers shall 
be'given time to acquaint themselves 
with certain things before the new 
financial scheme is put into operation. 


For some months the secretary has 


been directing the work of investiga- 
tion in the field of high prices for 
things necessary to life. 
It is said 


be believes the farms can be made to 
produce three or fourxthnes as much 
as they are producing now, although 
it is understood some of the men who 
have been looking into the matter for 
him think a doubling-up of product- 
iveness Is about as much as can be 
expected. 


Several Systems Studied. 


There are just as many views on ru- 


ral credit legislation as there were on 
currency legislation. The two things 
are more than first cousins. A com- 
mission went abroad to 
study a 


scheme for giving the farmers what 
may- be called ready money relief; 
Mr. Houston has had investigators In 
the home fields and a sub-committee of 
the banking and 'currency committee 
has been looking about for facts. 


When the American congressional 


commission was in Europe digging 
into the rural credit subject it studied, 
several systems. There is,a co-opera- 
tive plan which has its adherents. 
Through the farmers' co-operative so- 
cieties based upon a plan which has 
been outlined in congress the indi- 
vidual members could borrow money 
through the organization to which 
they belong. Some members of con- 
gress say that a system of this kind 
would run the danger of falling into 
the hands of "Wall street financiers." 
One of the plans suggested is that 
the government itself shall accept the 
farmers' mortgages and on this secur- 
ity issue bonds "the proceeds from tho 
sale of which could be "furnished to 
the mortgage givers at a maximum 
Interest rate of 4% per cent." 


Members of congress are confused 


over this farmer credit system and 
so presumably are most of the lay- 
men of the land. Secretary Houston, 
it is said, knows the general lack of 
understanding of the whole thing and 
the sharp differences of opinion where 
there is some real knowledge on the 
subject It Is pretty well known that 
he wants the legislation on the sub- 
ject postponed, and it is more 
than 


suspected in Washington that he may 
enter quiet objection to the president's 
plan to ask congress to legislate in 
the matter as soon as the trust bills 
are out of the way.

0STBRITY see* a stiff, formal pic- 
ture of Washington standing in the 
bow of a boat crossing the Delaware 
amid floating blocks of Ice on that 
memorable 
Christmas night, 
to 


flght the battle which turned the 
tide of the revolution in the right 
direction. 
But no painter could 


delineate the heroism of the actual 
scene. His men were ragged—half 


naked. Besides the running ice in the river, there 
was a blinding blizzard, and it was so bitter cold 
that tho chief loss on the American side was of 
the men who, though Inured to pioneer hardships, 
froze to death that awful night. 


Did General Washington stand in his boat in 


that dangerous current during a driving storm 
and stare pompously at the opposite shore? Not 
he. Instead of that, he "sat tight" and cajoled 
the men, using every device that might make them 
forget their terrible situation; even telling them 
a facetious story, which, coming from him, star- 
tled them, set their blood tingling and made them 
oblivious to the cold and dangers around them. 
That was the grandest deed In the military strat- 
agem which made Frederick the Great of Prussia, 
and, indeed, the whole world, wonder at the 
genius of Washington. 


Nearly every one knows the outside of the 


story of the siege of Boston by the new com- 
mander-in-chief, who had come to the continental 
congress aa a wealthy Virginia colonel, and his 
nondescript crowd of raw recruits, wholly unused 
not only to military discipline, but even to mili- 
tary forms. 
But few know of tha transcendent 


bluff General Washington had to put up when he 
discovered tbat there were but a few rounds of 
gunpowder in the possession of the whole Ameri- 
can army, while the British were amply supplied 
with ammunition and might sally fortli any hour 
against the American "irregulars." 


"Some one had blundered." 
Many a 
com- 


mander would have shown up the improvident 
officers who had that matter in charge and pee- 
vishly thrown up the command as ridiculously im- 
possible. But General Washington did not tell his 
most trusted officers of the excruciating dilemma 
he found himself in. He knew the awful secret 
would spread if known to a few, ant] the great 
cause of Justice might bo lost. He began quietly 
to scour the country for gunpowder. He soon 
found that the nearest place at which any quan- 
tity could be had was in a magazine on the island 
of Bermuda. To get that required a secret expe- 
dition, much hazard and many weeks; but Wash- 
ington's nerve was equal to the fearful strain. 


During tbat long, tense interval the American 


troops were working away upon the fortifications, 
preparing for a grand attack. 
Meanwhile the 


young 
commander-in-chief 
was 
entertaining 


hospitably at his headquarters, the Craige man- 
sion, now best known as "Longfellow's Home," in 
Cambridge., As 
a pleasant 
diversion, "Lady" 


Washington, theo one of the wealthiest women in 
America, came to visit tho general, and all the 
countryside was agog over her coach-and-four with 
six black postilions in white and scarlet livery. 
Even the British, tooped up in Boston, were im- 
pressed by the resources and apparent confidence 
of the American generalissimo. 


While one expedition was gone to Bermuda 


for powder, General Knox, with a small force, 
succeeded m bringing a number of cannon sev- 
eral hundred miles on ox sleds In midwinter 
from Fort Tlconderoga. 
In those "times that 


tried men's souls" it was 
Washington's iron 


nerve, supported by his broad sense of humor, 
sometimes scintillating with a radiance worthy 
of a Franklin or a Lincoln, which saved the day. 
This was only one of many occasions on which 
Washington had to flght out the revolution alone. 


A friend of Lincoln's once said of him, "The 


president's laugh Is his life-preserver." This was 
truer of Washington than any one seems to have 
realized in a day when strict gravity without 
levity, was expected of public characters. 
To 


laugh or to see the humorous side of an incident 
was considered the sign of a frivolous disposi- 
tion. 


Washington's early biographers were solemn 


men. To have told In their books how much their 
hero laughed would have been, in their opinion, 
wantonly exposing his weakness to public gaze. 
Men like "Parson" Weems, renegade preacher and 
tramp fiddler though he was, had been brought 
up to think that laughing was "worse than wick- 
ed—it was vulgar!" In straining to make their 
hero appear to have been a demigod, those pedan- 
tic biographers related not what George Wash- 
ington really did, but what they imagined such a 
boy or man ought to have done under given con- 
ditions. 


Washington would have laughed heartily at 


Weems' hatehet-and-cherry-tree story if he had 
ever heard it—which he never did, for it was not 
invented till a later edition of the erring rector's 
Juvenile history, six years after Washington's 
death. Tet thr real hero of the cherry-tree fic- 
tion would have found it the occasion of gravity 
as well as mirth. In the stilted, story of "Little 
George and His Pa," Weems was only carrying 
out the idea of his time; to tell not what the small 
boy actually did, but what the consummate Httle 
prig he conceived little George Washington to 
have been would have done if he had cut down his 
father's favorite cherry trie. 
i 


If little George Washington had been the insuf- 


ferable little prig describfe-l by Mr. Weems, his 
half-brothers world not have loved him better 
than their own b~others, or their own children, 
for that matter. Mis early life was fuller of ex- 
citing experiences than any fiction. Yet the life 
of young Washington is yet to be told as an ad- 
venture story. Evei! in his cuaint little diaries 
he early discloses a lively seiise of humor—sav- 
age humor sometimes, but broad and boyish. He 
showed this by telling only th& jokes against him- 
self. When he was a lad of sixteen he led a sur- 
veying party to lay out the lands of his old friend, 
Lord Fairfax, in the wilderness of the Shenan- 
doah. Here is one of his own experiences as a 
"tenderfoot," recorded on Tuesday, March 16, 
1747-8: 


"We got our Suppers & wag lighted into a 


Room, and I, not h*lng so good a Woodsman as 
ye rest of my company, stripped myself very or- 
derly, & went into ye Bed, as they called it, 
when to my surprise I found it to be nothing but 
a little straw—matted together without sheets or 
anything else but one threadbare blanket, with 
double its weight of Vermin, such as Lice, Fleas, 
Ac. 
. 


"I was glad to get up (as soon as ye light was 


carried f'om us) I put OB KY Clothes and lay as 


my Companions. Had we not been very tired, I 
am sure we should not have slept much that 
night" 


The next night he related that they "had a good 


dinner & a good Feather Bed, which was a very 
agreeable regale." 


In describing an Indian war dance, he went on, 


"Some liquor elevating their Spirits put them in 
ye Humor of Dauncing. Ye best Dauncer jumped 
about ye ring in a most cornicle Manner!" 


Others of that wilderness gang told a story of 


the boy surveyor which he was too modest to 
relate about himself—how young George turned 
the tables on Big Bear, the wily chief, who was in 
the habit of holding out his sinewy hand with 
seeming friendly intent and saying, Indian fash- 
ion, "How?" Woe to the unsuspecting white man 
whose hand Big Bear seized in his terrible grasp, 
while he laughed in savage glee at the pale- 
face's anguished contortions. 


Young Washington hart been warned In time. 


He had a huge, strong hand of his own and knew 
a trick or two that be thought he would like to 
try on that Indian's wiry claw if he could just get 
the right hold. His chance came soon enough for 
Big Bear, who presented a seemingly amicable 
paw with an innocent "How?" 


The young surveyor seized the Indian's hand 


with such friendly enthsiasm that Big Bear did an 
agonizing little dance "in a very comical manner," 
while the spectators, both white and red, stood by 
and shouted with glee to see the cruel savage 
caught in his own trap. 
Never again did Big 


Bear show such solicitude for the health of George 
Washington, . 


At the age of twenty George was the chosen 


envoy to carry a "notice to quit" from the gov- 
ernor, of Virginia to the French commander en- 
camped in the Ohio region. He wrote in his jour- 
nal of that expedition concerning the supper given 
him by the French and Indians at the fort at Ven- 
ango: 


"The wine, as they dosed themselves pretty 


plentifully with it, soon banished the restraint 
which at first appeared in the conversation, and 
gave a license to their tongues to reveal their 
sentiments more freely. They told me that it was 
their absolute design to take possession of the 
Ohio—and by G 
they would do it!" 


At the French fort, while awaiting the com- 


mandant's reply, the young envoy from Virginia 
played a diplomatic game for the friendship of the 
Indians. When the French plied the Indians with 
liquor, young Washington promised them guns; 
and the game of diplomacy, seasoned with savage 
sauce, went on between the grizzled chevalier, old 
in the arts of war and duplicity, and the young 
Virginia major, who possessed common sense and 
humor withal. 


After the awful slaughter of Fort Duquesne, 


into which he bad rushed from a bed of fever, in 
a vain attempt to save Braddock and his army, 
Major Washington was left In command of the 
scattered forces. 
At this time he wrote to his 


brother "Jack" a letter, which at least suggests 
Mark Twain's attitude toward the "grossly exag- 
gerated" story of his own death: 


"Forth Cumberland, 18 July, 1755. 


"Dear Brother: As I have heard, since my ar- 


rival at this place, a circumstantial account of ray 
death and dying speech, I take this early oppor- 
tunity of contradicting the first, and of assuring 
you that I have not an yet composed the latter. 


But by the all-powerful dispensations of Prori 


deuce I have been protected beyond all human 
probability and expectation, for I had four bullet* 
through my coat and two horses shot under me 
yet escaped unhurt, altho' death was leveling my 
companions on every side of me! 


"We have been most scandalously beaten by a 


trifling body of men, but fatigue and want o 
time will prevent me from giving you the details 
until I have the happiness of seeing you at Moun 
Vernon. 
GEORGE." 


War is not supposed to develop the latent sensi 


of humor in a commanding general, but Washing 
ton's wit never forsook him. His successful strata 
gems were little more than practical jokes ralsec 
to the highest power. 
They always "workeds 


and then he waited, laughing In his military 
sleeve, while his fat-witted enemies tried to play 
his own tricks back on him. Even in his retreat 
and escapes from the British—as at Long Islan 
and before Princeton—he laughed and kicked up 
nimble heels in the face of the sursuing enemy. 


It was while his headquarters were in Jersey 


that Washington perpetrated the great Jerse. 
joke still perpetuated by so many millions. He 
told an English traveler named Weld that he 
"was never so much annoyed by mosquitoes, for 
they used to bite through the thickest boot." 


When the war was over the victorious com- 


mander entertained the vanquished general, Lord 
Cornwallis, at dinner, with some of the leaders 
among the French allies. Washington presided. 
In calling for toasts, Cornwallis, with an oblivi- 
ousness of the changed conditions that was truly 
English, proposed "The King-of England" as a 
subject for high praise.

who died in his seventy-seventh year 
at Sunnyside, N. Y. The immortal 
humorist, historian and essayist was 
born in New York, the son of a native 
of c- nti~n-i 
HO v.-as educated for

ington really did, but what-they imagined such a 
boy or man-ought to have done under given con- 
ditions.

Originated With Watt, Who Produced 


the First Practical Steam 


.Machinery. . 


When we say that an engine de- 


100 horsepower 
we do not 
^ 
that'one hundred horses could 


produce the same result And, as the 
editor of Power remarks, there are 
few engineers who could tell just how 
the terms "horsepower" came, into 
use. ' Its origin1 IB related in the fol- 
lowing quotation from "Parey on,the 
Steam Engine," published In 1827: 


"The machinery in 'the great brew- 


erlea'and distilleries in London-was 
then moved by the strength of horses, 
and the proprietors of those establish- 
ments who, were first to require Mr, 
Watt's engines- always inquired what 
number of horses an intended engine 
would be equal to. 
< 


"In consequence, Mr. Watt made 


some experiments 
on the. strong 


horses employed by the brewers in 
London,, and found that a horse ol 
that kind,' walking at the-rate-of 2% 
miles per hour, could draw 1GO pounda 
avoirdupois by means of a rope pass- 
ing over a pulley, so as to raise up 
that weight,-with a vertical'motion, 
at'the Tate of "220 feet'per minute, 
This exertion of mechanical power is 
equal to^33,000 "pounds (or 528 wcublfl 
feet) 
of 'water 
raised ^"vertically 


through a space of 1- foot per minute, 
and he denominated it a horsepower, 
to serve for a measure of the powei 
exerted by his:steam- engines." 


This, estimate is much beyond th« 


capacity of .the average .strong horse, 
says PoTver. Smeaton. 'and other ear 
ly 'engineers estimated 
thati -22,000 


pounW peri minute was more accur- 
ate.

TROUBLE FOR PARIS BARBERS 


Rigid Antiseptic Provisions Are Like- 


ly to Be Instituted in the City 


on the Seine. 


The Paris board of health is about 


to take up the problem of compelling 
harbors to use sanitary methods. It 
will have before it the recommenda- 
tions made by Doctor Fouquet to tho 
Societe de Prophylaxie. Doctor Fou- 
quet recommends that 'lumps of alum 
bo abolished and that calcined alum 
In powder and applied with cotton bat- 
ting be substituted as a styptic; that 
powder pull's be abolished and face 
powder be applied with wads of cotton 
which shall be thrown away after onco 
using. 


He would have all cutting instru- 


ments — sciesors, razors, etc. — washed 
in a ono per cent solution, of carbon- 
ate of soda, wiped with dry linen and 
passed through a flame before being 
used. All brushes, combs and shaving 
brushes should be kept in an airtight 
closet containing a reservoir of a 40 
per cent, solution of formol, should be 
dipped Into boiling, water before using 
and washed every evening in ammonia 
soap.

to strop razors on the palm of their 
bands. He would also insist upon ''In- 
dividual utensils of avll sorts for 'each 
customer who has any contagious dis- 
ease.

Houston and Farm Credits. 


The senate of the United1 States has 


in its keeping a bill introduced by 
Senator Fletcher of Florida which is 
intended to give financial relief to 
farming communities. The same' bill 
has been introduced in the house by 
Representative Moss of Indiana. The 
measure, it Is said, has the backing 
of the administration. 


Secretary of Agriculture Houston, It 


is said, is of a mind to try to induce 
the president lo ask congress to post- 
pone action on rural credits for some 
little time. 
1C rural credits are taken 


up- this year; congress may; ae .well 
say "goodby" to a June adjournment. 
The secretary of agriculture, who is 
supposed to know much more than the. 
president about rural conditions, is 
said to desire that the farmers shall 
be'given time to acquaint themselves 
with certain things before tbe, new 
financial scheme is put into operation. 


For some months the secretary has 


been directing tlie work of Investiga- 
tion, in the field of high prices for 
'things necessary to life!" It is said 
he believes the farms can be made to 
produce three or four^limes as much 
ae they are producing now, although^ 
it is understood' some of the men who' 
have been looking into the matter for 
'him thiuk a doubling-up of product- 
iveness. Is about as much as can be 
expected. 


Several Systems Studied. 


Tliere are just as many views on ru- 


ral credit legislation as .there were on 
currency legislation. The two things 
are more than flrst cousins. A com- 
mission went abroad to study a 
scheme for giving the farmers what, 
may- be called ready money relief;

nerve, supported by his broad sense of humor, 
sometimes scintillating with a radiance worthy 
of a Franklin or a Lincoln, which saved the; day. 
This was only one of many occasions on which 
Washington had to flght out the revolution alone. 


A friend of Lincoln's once said of him, "The 


president's laugh Is his life-preserver." This was 
truer of Washington than any one seems to have 
realized In a day-when strict gravity without 
levity, was expected of public, characters. 
To 


laugh or to see the humorous side ,bf an incident 
was considered the sign of a frivolous disposi- 
tion. 


Washington's early biographers were solemn 


men. 
To have told In their_books how much their' 


hero laughed would have been, In their opinion, 
wantonly exposing his.weakness to public gaze. 
Men like "Parson" Weems, renegade preacher and 
tramp fiddler though he was, had1 been brought 
up to think that laughing was "worse than, wick- 
ed—It was vulgar!" In straining-to make their 
hero appear to have been a demigod, those pedan- 
tic biographers related not what* George Wash- 
ington really'did, but what -they imagined such a 
boy or man-ought to have done under given con- 
ditions, 
' 


Washington would have laughed .heartily at 


Weems1 hatchet-and-cherry-tfee story, if he had 
over heard it—-which he never did, for it was not 
Invented till a later edition of the erring rector's 
juvenile history, six 
years 
after Washington's 


death. Yet the. real hero of the cherry-tree' flc- 
^tion would have found it the occasion of gravity 
as well as mirth. In the stilted., story of "Little 
George and His Pa," Weems was only'. carrying ' 
out the Idea of his time; to tell not what the small 
boy actually did, but what the .consummate llttls 
prig he conceived little George Washington to 
have been would have done, if he had cut'down his' 
father's favorite cherry trve. 
| 


If little George Washington had been' the insuf-: 


ferable little prlc described by, Mr. Weems, his 
half-brothers would not have loved' him better 
than their own brothers, or their own jchildreni 
for that matter. Wls early life was ruller of: ex- ! 
citing experiences than any fiction. "Yet the -life 
of young Washington Is-yet to be told as an ad- ' 
venture story. Eveil In his Quaint little diaries 
he early-discloses j a lively senee of humor—sav- 
age humor sometimes, but broad and boyish. He 
showed this by telling only the Jokes against him- 
self. When he was a lad of sixteen he led a sur* 
veying party to lay out the lands of his old friend, 
Lord Fairfax, In the wilderness of the Shenan- 
doah. Here Is one of his own experiences as a 
"tenderfoot/' recorded on Tuesday, March1 15, 
1747-fi: 
.....'.'; 


"We got our Sappers A was .lighted in to-a 


Room, and I,'not bsing so > good a Woodsman as 
ye rest of my ^company, stripped myself/very-or- 
derly, & went Into ye Bed, as , they called it, 
when to my surprise I found it to be nothing but;

They told me that it was 
their absolute design to take possession of the 
Ohio—and.by G-^— they would do it!"

mandant'/,, reply/ the young envoy from Virginia 


Indians. When'the French plied the Indians with 
liquor, young:.Washington promised them guns; 
and the game of diplomacy, seasoned with savage 
sauce, went on;between the grizzled chevalier, old 
in. the arts of war and duplicity, and the young 
Virginia major .-..who possessed common sense and 
humor withal, • 


After "the :a,wful slaughter of Fort Duquesne, 


into which he had rushed from a bed of fever, In 
a vain--.;attempt'.'io'save Braddock and his army, 
Major Washington was left In command of the 
scattered forces. Ats this time ne wrote to his 
brother "Jack" a, letter, which at least suggests 
Mark.Twain's;Attitude toward ttie "grossly exag- 
gerated" story of his own death: 


."Forth Cumberland. 18 July, 1755. 


"Dear Brother: As I have heard, since my ar- 


rival at'this ;place, a circumstantial account of my 
death and dying; speech, I take this early oppor- 
tunity of .contradicting,,the first, and of assuring 
you that I have not aa yet composed the latter. 


But by the all-powerful dispensations of Provi- 


dence I have been protected, beyond all human 
probability and expectation, for I had four bullet* 


• through my coat and two horses shot under me, 


yet escaped unhurt, altho' death was leveling my 
companions on every side of me! 


"We have been most scandalously beaten by a 


trifling hody'- of men, but fatigue and want^ of 
time will prevent me from giving you the details, 
until I have the happiness of seeing you at Mount 
Vernon, 
GEORGE.1' 


War Ip not supposed to develop the latent sense 


of humor in a commanding general, but Washing- 
ton's iwit never forsook him. His successful strata- 
' gems were little more than practical jokes raised 
to the highest power. 
They always "workedr" 


and then he waited, laughing In his military 
sleeve, while his fat-witted enemies tried to play 
his own tricks back on him. Even In his retreats 
and escapes from the British—as at Long Island 
and before Princeton—he laughed and kicked up 
nimble heels in the face of the sursuing enemy. 


It was while his headquarters were in Jersey 


that Washington perpetrated' the great Jersey 
Joke still iperpetuated by eo many millions. He 
told an English traveler named Weld that he 
"was never eo much annoyed by mosquitoes, for 
they used to bite through the thickest boot." 


When the war was over the victorious com- 


/nmnder entertained the vanquished general, Lord 
Cornwallis, at dinner, with, some of the leaders 
among the French allies. 
_ Washington presided. 


In calling'for'toasts, Cornwallis, with an oblivi- 
ousness of the changed conditions that was truly 
English, proposed "The King-of England" as a 
subject for high praise. ' 


The other guests were in consternation. Would
